Iff- Does the Government contemplate the 
subjugatiop of the South?

Such is the full purpose of the President as 
announced by himself under the seal of his 
great t (lice. What is it? It is to “repel force 
by force," to blockade the ports of the seced- 
ing States in view of the granting by those 
States of letters of marqne and reprisal against 
the commerce of the Union, and to hold himself 
“at liberty” to retake the captured forts 
of the government, — though it is by no 
means certain that ho will actually at- 
tempt this last, whilst be declares express 
ly that he will “not attempt to collect 
tho duties and imports by any armed in 
vasion of any part of the country." The only 
branch of the President’s purpose that is not 
defensive, it will thus be seen, is conditional, 
and, in his discretion, may or may not be un- 
dertaken Moreover, the whole purjaise, in 
all its length and breadth, is held subject to 
the decision of Congress, which assembles on 
tho *th of July. In short, the purpose of tho 
President amounts to a determination, pending 
the intermission of Congress, to uphold the 
authority of the government at all hazards 
against further assault, and, so far as he may 
deem fit and practicable within the bounds of 
the Constitution and the laws, to redress by 
force the injury of past assaults. This is 
the purpose he officially proclaims. Wo 
believe tbe last- mentioned part of this purposo 
to be indefensible in policy aud ruinous in ten- 
dency, and wo have strongly condemned it as 
such, but it certainly docs not involve the sub- 
jugation of the South. The assertion or sug- 
gestion that it does appears to us Io be the 
veriest raring of sectional frenzy. The pur. 
pose of the President, as solemnly and distinct- 
ly announced by himself, is not to subjugate 
the South, but to defend tho authority of 
the government, and, if he shall think proper, 
to attempt to seize back again what has been 
seized from it. It is a sad abuse of words and

Whereas, The law3 of the United 8tatee have 
beeu for some time past and now are opposed, and 
the execution tberof obstructed, in the States of 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Mia- 
sis-ippi, Louisiana, and Texas, by combinations 
too powerful t > be suppressed by the ordinary 
coarse of judicial proce d ngs, or tty tbe powers 
vested in by the M r-hals by law:

seceding States but to do only what he con- 
ceives to be necessary to maintain and vindi- 
cate the government. lie, in cur judgment, 
is most grievously mistaken in his choice of 
means, but this does not change the essential 
character of his purpose And a brave and 
intelligent peoplo should do themselves and tho 
country and humanity the justice to recognizo 
the fact in season. The Government, as judged 
by its own official declarations, therefore, 
does not contemplate the subjugation of tho 
South. 

Nor does it, as judged by the construction 
put upon these declarations by the conserva- 
tives of the North. Wc yesterday published 
the speech of Senator Douglas on Tuesday at 
Columbus, and a short passage from the speech 
of the Hon. Daniel S. Dickinson at the great 
meeting in New York last Saturday night 
We publish to-day the speech of Ex-Secrctary 
Dix at the same meeting, and tho speech of 
Mr. Fillmore at a meeting in Buffalo several 
days before. Let these speeches be carefuliv 
weighed. They show what the Northern 
friends of the South understand the purposo of 
the President to be. They point out why the 
Northern friends of the South back the Presi- 
dent in his purpose. They confirm beyond 
pute the judgment that the Government docs 
not contemplate the subjugation of the South. 
No sound and healthful mmd could even with- 
out any special assurance to the contrary liar, 
lor the suspicion that such tried and dauntless 
friends ol Southern rights as Dix and 
Dickinson and Douglas and Cass and 
Fillmore and Hunt and Cochrane aud 
Brady and Pierre and Cushing and Bciler 
and hundreds of thousands of others as faith- 
ful as they would second a Republican Presi- 
dent in any attempt or seeming attempt to sub- 
jugate the South. The thought does violence 
to the fitness of things. It is an insult to the 
human reason. But we are not left to irresis- 
tible inferenoe alone on this head. These dis- 
tinguished Northern conservatives have sp iken 
for themselves. They havo declared why they 
stand by the President in his present pur|io6e. 
Read the speech of Dix and the speech ot 
Fillmore, and learn the reason. We do not 
subscribe to it. It doesn't satisfy us. We 
deem it wholly inconclusive. Wo think they 
ail err grievously with the President; but this 
does not diminish the force of their testimony 
to the fact that the purpose of the President is 
not to overrun and subjugate the South. And 
on this point it seems to its that their testi- 
mony is or should be decisive. 

Lastly, fellow-citizens, and in addition to 
all this, is it credible, does it fall within the 
bounds of rational credulity, that the President 
and ltis Cabinet, a body of intelligent und 
Christian men of large experience in affairs, 
standing beneath the gaze of the world at the 
head of a free government torn with internal 
dissensions aud tottering to its fall, could de- 
liberately conceive a purpose at once so crimi- 
nal and so chimerical, so fiendish and so 
visionary, so infamous and so impossible, as 
that of wielding one half of the nation to 
overrun and enslave the other halt'? We put 
the question to your good sense. Is the thing 
to be believed? Does it fall very much short 
of a downright absurdity? Taken together 
with the other points we have considered, is it 
not utterly and absolutely incredible? As- 
suredly it is to us. 

We, accordingly, coneludo that the Govern- 
ment does not contemplate the subjugation of 
the South. Triis is not its purpose. Tbe 
charge to the contrary is a false and mischiev- 
ous one, which but serves to hurry events to- 
wards a pass at which they may break through 
all purposes except tbe infinite purposes of 
God. The direct and inevitable tendency of 
the charge is to hasten on a pure war of sec- 
tions, precipitating the solid North upon the 
South and the solid South upon the North in 
a protracted internecine struggle, spreadiug 
destruction and desolation from one side of 
tho mangled and perishing Republic to the 
other, and whelming the continent in the best 
blood of the freest people of oil time.. And 
yet the Union mea or the late Union 
men of tko State of Tcnncssco*w ith 
John Bell at their head aro shouting 
this empty but fearful charge with a peal that 
lulls upon our saddened hearts almost like the 
knell of American liberty. Oh, it is strange, 
it is passing 6trange, it is totally incompre- 
hensible to us, that men with manly sympa- 
thies in their breasts, with intellect enough to 
gain the ear of society, and not corrupted by 
ambition nor debased by fear, could be pre- 
vailed upou by any cause to commit an act of 
such stupendous and suicidal folly. Surely 
they l.notv not what thov J. , 



United States, including the three powerful 
States on her northern bordet, it is not only 
proper hut important to remind her people of 
the unquestionable fact of their unprepared 
condition even though that fact may thereby 
become known on the other side of the river. 
We would not have tho people of Kentucky 
kept in ignorance of their situation lest othtr 
people might know it. 

And really it seems to us that the Courier 
lias been constantly doing wbat it thinks so un- 
patriotic in us. It has all the time, for some 
days past, dwelt in doleful teines upon Ken- 
tucky's unarmed condition und insisted that 
the banks should adopt the very extraordinary 
policy of giving the Governor half a million of 
dollars, without security and in the absence of 
all legislative sanction, to relieve Kentucky 
from her helpless condition and place her upon 
a footing of self-defence. One would think 
that the Northern people might at least have a 
pretty strong suspicion, that, if such extraor- 
dinary means of arming Kentucky are neces- 
sary, she must be in a poor way indeed. Our 
neighbor of tho Courier, in his paper of the 
‘_’4th inst., told his readers North and South 
about “the unarmed and unorganized condition 
of the Kentucky militia," and, in his paper of 
the '-‘31, he had a spirited article, headed, for 
the information of the North and the South, 
with tbe preguant question, “Shall tiii. 
State he Arm id or left Defenceless?" 
Surely that was a proclamation that Kentucky is 
now defenceless, tho only point of enquiry be- 
ing whether she shall remain so. Therefore, 
let our neighbor's denunciations, like the stones 
thrown up by volcanoes, fall back into the 
mouth that uttered them, for they can have no 
fitter abiding place. 

We are in favor of having Kentucky armed, 
and armed effectually, as soon as this can be 
done according to tho regular forms of law, — 
armed, not for aggression, not for participa- 
tion in the miserable war between the North 
and the South, but for the maintenance of her 
position of neutrality between the warring sec- 
tions and for the expulsion of all invading bel- 
ligerents from her borders. Certainly wo 
would have Kentucky armed, but we do no* 
well know how to exhort her upon this subject 
without betraying, as the Courier does, the 
fact that she is now comparatively unarmed, 
and, as the Courier says, “defenceless.” And 
we may well set about inquiring how, in the 
present state of sectional jealousies and suspi- 
cions, tbe work of arming her is to be accom- 
plished. We may well enquire where wc are 
to procure the arms even if a half million or a 
whole million be raised to pay for them. Day 
before yesterday wo heard a very handsome 
premium offered for every Sharpe’s rifle that 
should be furnished here, and the gentleman, 
to whom the offer was made, determined to go 
to Nqw York at once and try to procure the 
articles wanted. But he might as well spare 
himself the expense and troubleof the journey, 
for, since the raising of troops to fight against 
the U. S. Govcrnnunt under the flag of the 
Southern Confederacy has beeu not only toler- 
ated but openly encouraged in Kentucky, and 
since all the disunion organs in Kentucky havo 
proclaimed that she will, within the briefest 
practicable time, enroll herself as a member of 
that Confederacy, her people have not the 
slightest earthly chance of obtaining rifles or 
auy other munitions of war from New York 
or any other non slaveholdtng State in the 
country. Tito purchase cannot be made in 
any one of those States, and, even if it could, 
the transportation could by no possibility be 
effected. 

Where then are arms to be had to relieve 
Kentucky from what tho Courier tells the 
world is her “defenceless" condition? Cer- 
tainly not from Virginia, for Virginia's own 
people, according to authentic statements in 
her own secession organs, are unarmed to a 
most deplorable extent, having neither rifles, 
inu"kets, powder, nor the materials of which 
powder is made, and b-ing, since the destruc- 
tion of the works nt Harper’s Ferry, without 
a single establishment in which small arms 
can be manufactured. There is not now, so 
far as we know or believe, a solitary manufac- 
tory of small arms in any one of the slave- 
holding States; and, although the troops in 
several of these States have a considerable 

puantirv nf arina sowed 

onougn tor their own purposes and certainly 
none to spare to ns. Undoubtedly the peoplo 
of the South and of the Border State*, instead 
of depending, as they have always done, upon 
the North for all the munitions of war, should 
establish manufactories of arms within their 
own borders, hut this would require so much 
time that none will dream of undertaking it 
in the way of preparation for the terrible exi- 
gency that is now upon us. 

So we must, willingly or unwillingly, accept 
tho lamentable truth, that Kentucky, if not as 
“defenceless" as the Courier calls her, is com- 
paratively unarmed, aud likely to remain so 
for at least a considerable time, and the ques 
tion is what under such circumstances should be 
her policy. In our opinion, it should be, 
under the present inauspicious circumstances, 
exactly what it might best bo if arms were 
abundant within her limits, — the policy of 
neutrality between two belligerent powers in a 
war which she has earnestly deprecated and 
had no agency in bringing about — the policy 
of a neutrality as well armed as she has the 
means of arming it. Sho should not, unarmed 
or armed, go into a war got up and prosecuted 
in bold and reckless defiance of her wishes and 
prayers and her dearest and most vital inter- 
ests, a war which she abhors, and a war, 
which, whether it result in favor of the United 
States or of the Confederate States, must 
paralyze her business and to a great extent 
east down the pillars of her prosperity. We 
say that it would be wanton and Billy and 
criminal in our people to plunge into this re- 
volting war even if they were thoroughly 
armed; hut, unarmed as they are and must 
probably continue fur a long period to be, it 
would be downright insanity. Wc appeal to 
no man's fears, we would not have our fellow- 
Kentttckians shrink from duty or from the 
maintenance of their just rights and their 
pride of character even if they had no 
weapon within all their borders more formid- 
able than a spit or a pitchfork; but when, 
without provocation, without auy infringe- 
ment upon their rights and privileges or 
uny insult to their dignity, they are ad- 
vised by reckless and pestilent counsellors 
o declare, or rather to take up, an immediate 
war against the three great non- slaveholding 
States upon tkeir border, they may well con- 
sider whether they are in a condition to enter 
upon any such wild crusade. The people of 
those States are as brave and as resolute as we 
are and more than five times as numerous and 
more than five times as well armed; and, before 
we trample their friendship under our feet and 
send to them the fierco shout of war across the 
narrow stream that divides us aud them, we 
certainly may, without exposing ourselves to 
any just imputation of cowardice, sit down 
calmly and count the cost. We can shut our 
eyes convulsively if we will, but we had better 
have the mural courage to look at things as 
they are and as they must be. At the end ot 
one month after our going into the Southern 
Confederacy und thus adopting its declaration 
Of war against the United States, swarms of 
armed men will be poured in upon us along 
our whole hue, and, even though every man of 
us were equal to the best of the three hundred 
Spartans at Thermopylae, all our cities and 
towns and villages and farmhouses and fields 
will be one broad scene of blood and ruin and 
desolation. Our whole land will be as if a rain 
of fire and brimstone had fallen upon it from 
Heaven. What would bo more ca"y for th' 
men on the Indiana shore, if we choose to 
make them our enemies, than lo destroy Louis- 
ville, unarmed Louisville, in three hours, with 
a battery throwing shell and hot shot? And 
do we not all know, that, in such a war be- 
tween neighbors as this would be. reciprocal 
injuries and outrages, magnified and distorted 
by Rumor's myriad tongues, would very soon 
provoke both parties to do their worst? Aud 
pray with what amount of complacency would 
those of our merchants, who now want disun- 
ion for the sake of Southern trade, regard the 
success of their patriotic labors when our city 
should be reduced to ashes or made the head- 
quarters of a hostile and ferocious enemy? 

Silly and blustering people may try to con- 
vince themselves that it would be unworthy of 
their boasted chivalry, in determining upon 
their course of action, to take any account 
whatever of peril to their persons or t heir prop- 
erty, but, if our men care nothing for them- 
selves, should they not, as human beings, care 
something for their mothers, and wives, and 
sisters, and daughters? Is the fact that they 
are or pretend to be reckless os to what hap- 
pens to themselves any reason why they should 
madly bring down utter misery and wretched- 
ness upon the helpless beings confided to their 
van? If a felluiv i; burning to exhibit bis 



path of safety, of honor, of prosperity. 
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There is getting to he a very bad condi- 
tion of things upon the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers. Wo all remember, that, a few nights 
ago, a statement having been despatched here 
that powder and provisions, consigned to per- 
sons at Memphis and Little Rock, had betn 
stopped at Cincinnati, a large crowd in this 
city rushed with loaded cannon toward the 
river bank, without waiting for either explana 
tion or confirmation of facts, and were with 
great difficulty prevented from firing upon a 
Cincinnati or I’ittsburg boat said to he coming 
up with arms on board. About the same 
time, a false rumor having been set afloat in 
regard to the overhauling of a boat at Evans- 
ville, largo numbers of people in Henderson 
and Owensboro became furiously excited and 
made all their arrangements to sack or burn 
Evansville, and would have attempted to do so 
but for a timely contradiction of the rumor. 
And now a heavy battery is planted at Mem- 
phis to bring to p issing boat", and the last 
intelligence is, that, on account no doubt of 
the alleged seizure and confiscation of certain 
articles at Cincinnati, four boats, bound up 
the river from New Orleans, are to be seized 
by the Memphis people. 

When we consider the immense excitement 
of the populace at Memphis and Cincinnati 
and Madison and Vicksburg and Natchez and 
New Orleans, and all the other important 
places on the Ohio and the Mississippi, and 
when we reflect how very likely the mob in 
every city are, at a timo like this, to commit 
rash and violent acts, and how certain every viO' 
lent act is to provoke acts of greater violence, we 
tan well understand the fearful perils that now 
Threaten the navigation of our two great rivers, 

If the projected seizure has been or shall be 
made at Memphis, of course no more boats 
from Cincinnati or I'ittaburg or any other non- 
slaveholding city on the Ohio will venture 
down the Mississippi, aud there certainly 
seems to lte strong ground for fear, that, even 
without any formal declaration of war, the 
batteries already planted, and those likely to 
be soon planted u;>on the shores of the rivers, 
will sweep nai igation utterly away, no owners 
or captains of steamboats or steamboat freights 
having the hardihood to let their property run 
such a gauntlet. 

There is at present no reason why all boats, 
whether bound up or down, should not be al- 
lowed to pass Louisville without molestation, 
nor is there any reasott why Louisville boats 
should not pass uninterruptedly everywhere be- 
tween I’ittsburg and New Orleans, for Ken- 
tucky is on terms of peace and amity with all 
the nine other States bordering upon the riv- 
ers; but still the rash impulsiveness manifested 
by the crowd here upon the occasion we have 
referred to and the strong suspicions evidently 
entertained in the neighboring free States that 
there is a strong party in our city and State 
watching vigilantly for the promotion of the 
interests of the Confederate States, warn ns 
that soon, very soon, notwitlistanding the ef- 
forts of true and moderate men, our own im- 
portant commerce upon the rivers will share 
the general and inevitable doom. This is in- 
deed a sad and melancholy thought, but the 
public may as well familiarize themselves with 
it at onco. 

Was there ever such prosperity a< our people 
enjoyed a few months ago? Was ever pros- 
perity thrown so wantonly, so madly, so wick- 
edly away?

Their guests in Cincinnati 
regretted the recent acts of irresponsible persons 
by which in some instances the channel of busi- 
ness between the two points lnd been in- 
terrupted, and the Louisville delegation feel 
confident that legitimate trade will meet with 
no embarrassments in future. As the best 
evidence of the sincerity of our Cincinnati 
brethren, a considerable shipment of provisions 
consigned to a Louisville bouse, w hich had been 
temporarily detained there, was at once sent for- 
ward to the consignees in this city. Indeed, fr< m 
the representations made to us by the Louisville 
delegation, we do not doubt that t he community 
of feeling and interest which has heretofore ex- 
isted between Cincinnati, Madison, and Louis- 
ville ba9 not only been fully restored, but that it 
will be heartily cherished in future, in spite of 
the cruel designs of reckless and fanatical par- 
tisans.

The Troops at Cairo. — T he St. Louis Demo- 
crat, of Thursday, says advices from Cairo state 
that the people of that little city were taken all 
aback at the arrival of the troops by the Illinois 
Central Railroad. The troops took possession of 
the point at the junction of the Ohio and Mistds- 
sippi rivers, and commenced planting their bat- 
teries. A detachment of two or three hundred 
men were sent up the railroad track a few miles 
to protect the bridges which were threatened by 
some of the populace. There is yet no positive 
information in reference to the designs of the Gov* 
eminent in occupying this point with so large a 
command. Shippers in St. Louis Wednesday morn- 
ing held off, but upon advices to the evening 
papers that Gov. Yates had given no instructions 
to seize shipments, the Memphis and Nashville 
packets were loaded down to the guards and hur- 
riedly set eut. The insurance companies are 
charging double rates. 

Tiif. Army and Navy. — A ccording to the latest 
official navy register the navy of the United 
States consists of ten 6bips-of-the-line, 10 
frigates, 21 sloops-of-war, 3 brigs, 7 screw 
frigates, G firet class steam screw sloops, 4 first 
class side- wheel steam sloops, 8 second class steam 
screw sloops, 9 third class steam, screw, and side- 
wheel sloops, and 2 steam screw tenders. Since 
the publication of this report several have been 
seized by the Southern Confederacy and live or 
six destroyed. The militia force of the United 
States, according to the latest returns received at 
the office of the Adjutant General, aggregate, of- 
ficers and privates 3,070,987. Of this force 952,- 
298 men are mustered by the fifteen Southern 
States. The aggregate of officers and men of 
the regular army was 12,931. 

Life at Pensacola. — A letter from a milita- 
ry man to his friend in Atlanta, Ga., gives a 
stirring picture of things at Pensacola. He says: 
“limes are squally here. We have to sleep on 
our arms every night. Fort Pickens has about 
2.500 troops within her walls. There are five 
war steamers lying back of the Island. We are 
now engaged in throwing up a sand battery, to 
be called the ‘Gate City Battery.’ Soldiering is 
a hard life. Hard work — fat bacon and hard 
crackers. My hands are blistered badly. No 
ime to fish yet. Plenty oysters at forty cents a 
hundred. Martial law was declared here to-day, 
and everybody notified to take up arms imme- 
diately or leave. Nothing to drink here at all." 



Tragic Affair at Paris, Tenn. — T he Mem- 
phis Avalanche learns through a gentleman who 
arrived from Paris, Tenn., that Emerson Ethe- 
ridge went to that place with the intention of de- 
livering a speech. He was met at the edge of 
tho town by a committee of gentlemen, who told 
him he could not speak in Paris. Etheridge 
entered tho place, however, and a difficulty en- 
sued, during which one of his friends wa9 instant- 
ly killed, and another was fatally wounded ar.d 
has since died. The informant could not give the 
names of the parties. Etheridge did not speak in 
Paris. 

Conscripts for the Confederacy. — T he 
Central Kentuckian states that Mr. J. H. Kirk, 
a citizen of Marion county, received a summons 
a few days ago to appear before a court martial 
in Mississippi. Mr. Kirk has been selling stock 
for several years in Mississippi. Recently when 
in that State he was enrolled in the militia, but 
not being desirous of fighting in the Confederate 
army, refused and came home, for which disobe- 
dience he has been summoned as above stated. 

ifiTFree negroes wishing to take up their resi- 
dence in St. Louis, are put to a great deal of 
trouble in getting their license. The negroes are 
obliged to procure a white citizen to go their se- 
curity for good behavior, and when they fail to 
do so are lined and run out of the State. 



Charged with Murder.— L awrence Conley, 
a native of Ireland, was arraigned before Judge 
Johnston yesterday on the charge of causing 
the death of his wife by strangulation on Tues- 
day lust. In the absence of witnesses, the case* 
was continued until Saturday.

Excitement in Memphis — Steamboats For- 
bidden to Pass — The Cincinnati Enquirer of 
yesterday has the following special despatch 
from Memphis, dated the 24th: 

'The excitement in this city is at a high pitch. 
Volunteers are enlisting for the Southern army. 
Business is almost entirely suspended. Batteries 
are erected, and no steamers will t>e permitted to 
pass up or down. There are four boats coming 
up from New Orleans, which will be seized, viz: 
the Mars, Queen of the West, Ohio Belle, and 
Westmoreland. 

The Privateering Business. — T he New Or- 
leans Crescent learns that there are two large and 
fast-sailing schooners fitting out at that city for 
tho privateering business. The Crescent says:

Camp street, ha? on band blank forms for parties 
desirous of obtaining letters of marque and repri- 
sal from the Confederate Government, which he 
will furnish to all who may desire them. 

There is considerable bustle in Algiers with a 
view to privateering. The Algerine Newsboy of 
Saturday says : 

“ There is much activity just now in looking 
out for suitable vessels for privateering. Our 
shipbuilders have been kept busy in examining 
and planning suitable additions, alterations ami 
repairs to several first-class vessels. The old salts 
ray there will be no need of calling for volunteers 
for this serv ice, as thousands are now eagerly 
watching for the signal.”

Recent events are of so startling a character as 
to render it imperatively necessary that the Legis- 
lature of Kentucky be again convened in extra- 
ordinary sess-.on. It is now apparent that the 
most energetic measures are being resorted to by 
the Government at Washington to prosecute a 
war upon an extended scale with the seceded 
States. Already large sums of money and sup- 
plies of men are being raised in the Northern 
8*ates for that purpose. The tread of armies is 
the response which is being mude tofhe measure? 
of pacification which are being discussed before 
our people, whilst up to this moment we are com- 
paratively in h defenceless attitude. 

Whatever else should be done, it is, in my 
judgment, the duty of Kentucky, without delay, 
io place herself in a complete position for defence. 
The causes for apprehension are now certainly 
grave enough »o impel every Kentuckian to de- 
mand that this be done, and to rt quire of the 
Legislature of the State such additional action as 
may be neeeetarv for the general welfare To 
this end I now call upon the members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to convene at the Capitol, in 
Frankfort, on the Gth day of May, 1861 

In testimony whereof I, Heriah Magoffin, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, have 
hereunto subscribed my name and ctuaed the seal 
of the Commonwealth to be affixed. Done at the 
city of Frai kfbrt the 24th day of April, 1861, and 
in the sixty- ninth year of the Commonwealth.

SPEECH OF HON. JOHN A. Dll. AT THE UNION 

MEET NG IN NEW YORK LAST THURSDAY 

NIGHT. 

On being called unanimously to the chair, 
Mr. Dix said: 

Fellow-citizens: We have met together to 
express our determination to uphold the author 

ity of the Government, and to maintain inviolate 
the honor of the country. The circumstances un- 
der which we are assembled are calculated to fill 
every patriotic heart with concern. Fort he first 
time in our day civil strife has broken out in the 
bosom of our prosperous and happy country 
and has beer, pushed by unscrupulous men to 
the extremity of war and bloodshed. With no 
provocation whatever, from the Federal Govern- 
ment, they have turned their arms in fraternal 
hatred against it, even when it was administered 
bv those who were actuated by the most friendly 
disposition towards them, tfu’ 1 do not doubt, 
when the present excitement shall have passed 
away, when tbo«e who have thus arrayed them- 
selvas against the Government of the country 
shall have learned from a disastrous experience 
that thoir true interest lies in peace, all will con- 
cede, on a review of the past, in a spirit of fair 
ness and mode at ion. that there was no just ground 
for alienation (Applause ) But. follow citizens, 

1 feel that all such considerations are inappropri 
ate to the hour. The time for action ha-* come. 
Practical issues are upon us, to be dealt with un- 
der a lust sen e of the responsibilities the\ have 
brought with them. The Constitution of the 
United States has been spurned and repudiated 
The authority of the Government has been related 
by military force. The flag of the Union ha* 
been insulted, in more than one instance torn 
down, and even trampled under foot Most of u* 
were born, end all of us have lived, in prosperity 
and peace under the protection of the Con- 
stitution; we have regarded our allegiance 
to the Union as second only to our religion 
in the sanctity of its. obligation; and we 
have venerated the national standard, un- 
der which Washington ar.d Jackson, and 
the host of gallant men who were their com- 
patriots in arms, or who followed in their fait 
steps, achieved undying honors for themselves 
and their country. [ Enthusiastic applause ] We 
should be less than men if wo coil’d look wild in- 
difference on these outr ges on all we hold most 
dear. There is no justification for the course of 
the Confederate States in overturning within 
their limits the authority of the Fedeial Govern- 
ment. They have no excuse for it. This is ho 
time for elaborate argument. Let me say in a 
word, that no respect aide defence of the right of 
secession has ever fallen under my notice. No 
man contends that there is any warrant for it in 
the Constitution. There is but one way for a 
State to go out of the Uni m — the way in which 
all came in — by the concurrence of tho common 
authority. In no other manner can the terms of 
separation l»e agreed on. | \\ e don’t want to 
separate.] Whatever preliminary action there 
may be, it must come to this conclusion at Inst. 

It is an omitted case in our political compact. The 
framers of the Constitai ion did not contemplate 
the dissolution of the Union. They framed the 
Government for themselves and their posterity. 
The repudiation of its authority by one of its 
members was not foreseen or provided for. It is a 
cose which cannot be reached by the powers vest- 
ed in Congress or in the Executive; and the 
States are necessarily remitted to the exercise of 1 
their united sovereignty, for a solution cf a prob- 
lem which concerns the existence of all. It was ! 
for this reasou that a committee of which I was 
chairman, in an address to our Southern brethren, 
adopted at a meeting in Fine street, in December 
last, recommended that the States shoul 1 meet 
together for consultation, and if they could not 
settle their difficul.ies amicably and preserve the 
Union, that they should arrange the terms of 
separation, an- save the country from the horrors 
of civil war. We implored them to pau^e, in or 
der to give U9 time for an effort to restore harmony 
and fraternal feeling. We appealed to ihom in lan- 
guage of entreaty, which would have been hu 
miliating if it had not been addressed to brethren 
of the same political family. To this appeil, en- 
forced by the concurrence of eminent citizens of 
this State, who had always been the most strenu- 
ous advocates of Southern rights, .he States to 
which it was addressed responded by setting the 
authority of the Union at defiance, by seizing the 
public forts and arsenals, by seducing Federal 
officers from their allegiance, and, in one instance, I 
by confiscating the treasure of the Government. 
For months these outrages were submitted to with 
no effort on the part of the Government to resent 
or punish them, in the hope that under the guid- 
ance of hotter counsels, th^ae who commuted 
them would return to their allegiance. This for- 
bearance, unexampled in the history of nations, 
and falsely interpreted into a pusillanimous sur . 
render of its authority by the Federal Govern- 
ment, had only the effect of invigorating the 
spirit of re-istance, uniil at last the slender force 
in Fort Sumpter was attacked — some 6.000 or 
7,000 men against 100 — and compelled, after a 
heroic resistance, to evacuate it. [Cheers for 
Fort Sumpter. | The gallant commander of that 
handful of loyal men who sustained this unequal 
contest, is now before you. J Tremendous ap- 
plause for Major Anderson.'] There hangs the 
flag under which they upheld the honor of their j 
country; and its tattered condi* ion shows the des- j 
perate defence they made, j Enthusiastic cheer- i 

in*. | 

It is under these circumstances that the Gen- | 
eral Government has appealed to the country to 
come to its support [We will, we will ] It 
would have been treacherous to its trust if it had 
not determined to uphold the authority ccn- ! 
tided to it. 

And, here, fellow’-citizens, it is important that 
we should clearly understand the position of the 
late Ailministration on this question. It is due 
to this Administration, as well as the last, that 
we should all understand it. I shall be very 
brief, but I must ask your close attention for the 
few moment 8 that will be needed 

On the 3d of December last, in his annual mes- 
sage to Congress, tho late President made a strong 
and unansw erable argument against tho right of 
secession. He also indicated his purpose to col- 
lect *. I. ; ’•even”* -nd d fend the forts in S“Uth 
Carolina. In a special message to Congress on 
the 8ih of January he declared (I use the lan- . 
guage of the message), “the right and the duty 
to use military force defensively again-t those i 
who resist the Federal officers in the execution of 
their legal functions and against those who assail 
the property of the Federal Government is clear 
and undeniable.” (Cries of “Good for him! " and 
loud cheering). The authorities of South Caro- 
lina were repeatedly warned that if they assail* d 
Fort Sump'er it would be the commencement of a 
civil war, and they would be responsible for the 
consequences. (Cheers.) The last and most em- 
phatic of these warnings is contained in 
the admirable answer of Mr. Holt, Secretary 
of War, to Mr. Havne. tho Commissioner from 
South Carolina, on the 6th of February It is in 
these word: : “If, with all t he multiplied proofs j 

which exist of the President’s anxiety for peace 
and of the earnestness which he has pur- ! 
sued it, the authorities of that S'ate shall 
assault Fort Sumpter and peril the lives of 
the handful of brave and loyal men shut up 
within its walls, and thus plunge our com- 
mon lountrv into the horrors of civil war, then 
upon them and those they represent must rest the 
responsibility.”

I am for sup- 
porting the Government. I do not ask who ad- 
ministers it. It is the Government of my coun- 
try, and as 6uch I shall give it in this extremity 
all the support in my power. I regard the pend- 
ing contest with the secessionists as a death- 
struggle for constitutional liberty and lan — a 
contest, which, if successful on tUeir part, could 
only end in the establishment of a despotic Gov- 
ernment, and blot out. wherever they were in 
the ascendant, every vestige of national freedom. 
You know, fellow-citizen®, that 1 have always 
been in favor of adjusting controversies between 
the Spates by conciliation, bv compromise, by 
mutual concession — in a word, in the spirit in 
which the Constitution was formed. Whenever 
the times shall »*e propitious for calm consulta- 
tion, they will find me so still. But, until then, 
let us remember that nothing could be so disas- 
trous, so humilitatiug. and so disreputable to us 
all as to see the common Government over- 
thrown or its legitimate authority successfully 
resisted.

The Fl ig of the Union, 
which lloats over it, hung above him when he pre- 
sided over the Convention by which the Constitu- 
tion was framed.

If the inanimate bronze in which the sculptor has

RyThe following letter from the City of 
New Y'ork, though not intended for publica- 
tion, describes public feeling there so vividly 
that we cannot refrain from giving it publicity: 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

New York, April 20, 1861. 
Gentlemen: I have never peen yesterday 
equaLed for enthusiasm and terrible earnestness 
in this city. There is not a man, however, who 
has the least idea of doing anything to coerce the 
South. The feeling that has Iwen aroused began 
in the aggression of the Sou’ hern Confederacy 
and the threatened invasion aud seizure of Wash 
ington, which the North now as one man are de- 
termined -hall be defended and held against what- 
ever force shall be arrayed against it. The late 
oroclamarion of President Davis ihit he will grant 
letters of marque has kindled additio al excite- 
ment, and hence the Government will attempt 
the blockade of leading Souriiern p'-rts. 

The Fifth Avenue Hotel seems to be the grand 
evening rallying ground or rendezvous for the 
people, and the scene of last evening, as the news 
came i hat the mob at Baltimore hau killed some 
of the troops in transitu to the Capital. t»eggars 
description. It was also rumored that John Mi 
nor Botta had been hung in Virginia by the ae- 
cession is ts; and such howling and yelling, after 
the first fearful sil nee of the surging masses, I 
need not attempt to repeat. 

The ovation lot’s Till regiment as thev passed 
down Broadway w overwhelming and glorious, 
but not without « linge of s does*, for iu many 
of the buildings where mo. hers and sisters were 
congregated to take a farewell 1 cm - k, were tearful 
eves and sad hearts. The men went cheerfully, 
and with firm, determined tread, resolved to up- 
hold and honor the stars and utripes, which can - 
pied the s*reets through which they marched 
From almost every bull ling Ifoated one large and 
beautiful flag and* thousand* were waving in the 
hands of fair women and children who lined the 
windows of the buildings on the line of march. 

The news from Louisville gladdens thousands 
of hearts, and thev respond amen to the resolu- 
tions passed at tbe meeting at which Gu'hrie, 
Nicholas, and others spok**. I assure you, now, 
it is here and everywhere in the North that poli- 
tics and parties are ignored and unmentioned. It 
is not to sustain Lincoln, not to fight slavery, but 
to save and protect and h>mor and defend the proud- 
est ai d most glorious government and country 
that history records, that the people are rising. 
Only this. 

It is true that A. T. Stewart offers the Gov- 
ernment $1,000,000 himself; that young men ard 
old men who have gone and arc going have their 
situations retained and salaries naiil. as if they 
were here, till they return, (of whom ala*! many, 
very many, never will,) and their families sup 
ported. 

Stocks have fallen at a fearful rate. No im- 
pression has been made on Kentucky’s of conse- 
quence till yesterday. Wont you please advise 
me at once the amount Kentucky owes, and wh it 
you think, under any circum* ances, of her abili- 
ty to pay the interest; and what you think of 
them as an investment. Don’t fail I have thus 
given you a few items, and shall be glad to hear 
fully from you as you have leisure. 

Millard Fillmore's Speech at Buffalo. — 
The following is the speech of Mr. Fillmore at 
Buffalo, on the 1t h: 

Fellow-citizens: It is many years since I have 
taken any part in a political meeting, and l never 
intended to attend another. I have long since 
ceased to be a partisan or politician, in t he ordin- 
ary acceptation of the terms, but I have not 
ceased to love my country, to venerate its insti- 
tutions. to take a’ just pride in its prosperity and 
glory, and to tremnle with anxiety when I see all 
that a patriot should hold d**ar in the most immi- 
nent peril It ia for thi* reason thaf I have at 
your request consented to p-eside at this meeting, 
composed, -’as it is, of the citizens of Buffalo, with- 
out distinction of party, who have assembled 
here to express their sentiments on the alarming 
state of the country. To be thought worthy of 
such an honor at such a time, from those with 
whom my life has been spent, calls for my grate- 
ful acknowledgments, and I therefore return you 
my sincere thanks for this mark of vour con- 
tinued confidence and respect. 

But, my fellow-citizens, this is no time for any 
man to shrink from the responsibility which 
events have cast upon him. We have reached a 
crisis in the history of this country when no man, 
however humble Ida rank or limited his influence, 
has a right to stand neutral. Civil war has been 
inaugurated, and we mu9t fight it out The 
Government calls for aid, and we mu-t give it. 
Our institutions are in danger, ar.d we must de- 
fend thorn. It is no time now to inquire by whose 
fault or foil}’ this state of things has been pro- 
d iced. The Ship of Sta*e is in the breakers, and 
the muttering thunders and darkened »ky indicate 
the coming storm, and if the ship Air k, we mud 
go down with her. Wo have a common lot, and 
we must meet a common fate. L^t every man, 
therefore, stand to his post, and like the Roman 
Senator at the gate of Pompeii, let posterity, 
when the storm is over, find our skeleton ami 
armor on the spot where duty required us to 
stand. 

You know, my friends, that my love of country’ 
embraces the whole Union. In all that relates to 
the administration of the government, I know no 
North, no South. Fatcb and ev- ry portion is en- 
titlid to its protection, ar.d I have that confidence 
in this administration that it will receive it. F 
therefore think our Southern brethren have made 
a great mistake in arraying themselves against 
the government, for fear it will be improperly* ad- 
ministered. and I hoped that if peace coufd be 
maintained for a short time, until they could be 
convinced of their error, that they would volun- 
tarily unite with in again, or if that were impos 
sible, that time might l>e gained for a National 
Convention, which might so amend the Constitu- 
tion us to nabie us to separate without war; but 
if they commence an aggressive warfare, we have 
no alternative but to rall\ around the constituted 
authorities and defend the government. 

But no langugage can express my admiration 
of the whole sou led patriotism displayed by ihe 
Union men of the Iforder States. They stand 
like a nek in ihe nd«l 5 t of the ocean, against 
which the surges of s« cessio.i beat in vain. Not 
moved by terror or seduced by un unholy ambi- 
tion, they have formed a rampart for tha protec- 
tion of the Constitution. Their patriot ism is as 
pure as the unsullied snow, and their loyalty as 
incorruptible as virtue itself. If they ask farther 
guarani ees for any constitutional right which 
thev may Think endangered in conseq lence of 
their relative weakness by secession, £ would 
cheerfully grant it. I feel that they deserve it, 
ard no mere abstraction should induce me to 
withhold it: but I speak only for myself. The 
meeting will spe k its own sentiments, ami I wait 
its further pleasure. 

To the Editors of the /.ouisville Journal: 

SiiELiiYY ille, Kv., April 15, 1861. 
According to announcement, on last Saturday 
evening a large ard intelligent audience was ad 
droesed iu our court- hou*e by Judge VI. D. Mc- 
Henry, formerly of this place (mow living iu 
Iowa,) and Capt. L H. Roussoau, of L 'uisville. It 
is impossible to do justice to 'he two distinguished 
gentlemen in this note. Judge McHenry began 
by saying tbit when he left his home in Shelby 
he di3 not exjiect ever to address his friends here 
in a political speech, and little did he expect ever 
to stand before them and plead for their exertions 
in saving that Union in which we bad ex- 
perienced so many blessings, and that Govern- 
ment which has never had, and never will have 
its equal. Tears came to the eyes of the noble 
patriot- an be sp* ko of the past and its hallowed 
recollect i »n s. This Government, these privileges, 
and all our hopes of fu tiro greatness, we are 
a k d to sacrifice that we may Ikj enabled to 
knock at the palace of J-fF Davis and a-k admis- 
sion into his kingdom, with the flattering prospect 
also of having i he door shut in our face 
and refused admittance into the aristocratic 
“realms of bliss” located in the Sunny South. 
He showed that Kentucky could not be dragged 
out of the Union without the members of our 
Legislature perjuring themselves. It would he 
necessary for mo to furnish you the entire 
speech of Judge Mcll. that you might appreciate 
the force of hlscvlm and dispassionate remark-; I 
am sorrv I cannot furnish you the speech entire. 

Mr. Rousseau’s speech’ was argumentative, 
logical, and exactly to the point. He told our 
people that Kentucky would act nobly and worthy 
of her high fame if she remained where she is at 
present. By secession she would place herself in 
a hostile attitude to her country, to the stars and 
stripes, and w uld involve herself in a bloody 
war. All the Border Free States would then be 
our enemies. Now- they are our friend*. We 
have as many relations living in the B »rder Free 
States as in any Southern States. We are ap 
pealed to by the secessionists to unite our destiny 
with the South, at the same rime that the South 
is firing at our fort and Kentucky’s noble son, 
M»ior Anderson. That fort did not i>elong to 
‘*0 d Abe Lincoln." Every man iu that court 
hou«*e had a share in that fort. Though it w* a 
late when Mr. R. began to speak, yet be ke; t 
the large audience, many of whom lived a' a dis- 
tance from town, entranced by the patriotism of 
his counsels until very late in the evening. 

Shelby county, w ith some unimportant excep- 
tions, g<*»os for the Union without any “ifs.” She 
will resist to the end any attempt to precipitate 
her out of the Union. Thus far we are not sub- 
missionists. 1 hope Mr. Rousseau will exert all 
his influence, alt the time , iu proclaiming the 
course of patriotism be 90 eloquently pressed u
